Where organized at all tne untons are 
merely of a local character and there 
has not yet been created an organiza- 
tion capable of uniting the shreds or 
organization. The challenge of re- 
movals can be met in but one mag 
ner—the amalgamation of the scat- 
tered unions into one body, forming 
the basis for a fowerrul drive to 
unionize the whole textile industry 
of this country.

CARPENTERS 62 
BEGINS BATTLE 
FOR CONDITIONS 


Demands 5-Day Week 
and $1.75 an Hour 


Chicago carpenters are preparing 
for an earnest effort to reduce the 
hours and raise the pay. One of the 
biggest locals, No, 62, with 2,000 mem- 
bers, Thursday night formulated its 
policy for the new agreement which 
must be put forth when the old con- 
tract expires in June. 

And the terms were these: That 
the union demand of the bosses a 
raise from $1.37% cents an hour to 
$1.75 an hour; and that the 44-hour 
week be reduced to 40 hours on the 
basis of a five-day week. 


Lost Time and Tools. 


In addition, the local formed de- 
mands that the bosses pay for travel- 
ing time on long distance jobs to 
suburban towns, and that the bosses 
be held responsible for tools left on 
jobs and provide a safe place for 
them or pay fifty per cent of the 
loss when stolen. 
| The meeting was enthusiastic and 
in a progressive mood all thru. The 
sentiment for putting up a fight for 
these demands results from last sum- 
mer’s strußgle by the progressive 
group against the compromise and 
pussy footing policy of Jensen for a 
policy of class struggle for better 
conditions. 


Goes to Other Locals. 


Several visitors were present from 
other locals, among others John 
Bimms, the vice president of the 
District Council. The proposals 
adopted by Local 62, will now un- 
doubtedly be taken up in the other 
locals, 181, 416, No. 1, 80 and others, 
for discusson and action.

He may be 
popular with the miners but the word 
is spread quietly that he is not a good 
man to support and unless the com- 
mitteeman is of unusual ability he 
finds himself facing union officials and 
operators alone. 

This is a general description of 
the process by which “reds” are 
handled in the anthracite but a 
specific instance will be additionally 
enlightening. The story was told me 
by a miner whose name will not be 
given for obvious. reasons. It is in 
his own words with the exception of 
the justifiable and extremely original 
profanity: 

A True Story. 


“T was elected on the committee for 
the Blank colliery and the first meet- 
ing we had I saw that the miners 
wasn’t getting paid for rock, or iron 
or timbering, I took the contract and 
showed where all this had to be 
paid for and I even made the com- 
pany pay for back work. Every meet- 
ing we had a big bunch of grievances 
and as soon as the miners found out 
we was making the company pay they 
brought in every case. 

“We was getting along fine but

| to work in while the other committee- 
men got the best placés in the mine. 
They never backed me up much un- 
less I made em. 

“Then one day the district office 
yong up and wanted our committee 

to inspect buttons at another mine, 
to cut down expenses, they said. I 
had my own mine to tend to and 
this meant getting down an hour or 
two earlier and seeing that everybody 
in the other mine had their due 
buttons before we went to our own 
work. 

Tells Fakers to Do Some Work. 

“I told the officials that if they 
wanted to cut down expenses they 
could get up in the morning them- 
selves and that I wasn't going to save 
money for a bunch of crooks. 

“The next day I got a telephone 
call to be at the hall at seven o'clock. 
I went down and here was the district 
president, the vice president and the 
auditor. 

“They asked me what I meant by 
calling them ‘crooks’ and I took the 
quarterly report and showed where 
they had got $900 wages—-$10 a day— 
for three months and then from 
$1,100 to $1,800 for expenses. The 
auditor had done the best of all, He 
had an expense. bill: for $1,440 for 
three months. 

“None of them ever went out of 
town except maybe over to Shen- 
andoah (about an hour’s ride) but they 
charged up expense just the same, 

“The president said I ought to be 
expelled from the union for question- 
ing the honesty of the officials. They 
took the case up with the union and 
then they found that an I. W. W. or- 
ganizer had stayed at my house one 
night and they claimed that I was 
trying to split the uniom but the 
local didn’t expel me. 

Rubbing it in. 

“Since then I only land a job in the 
worst places in the worst mines and 
never for very long.” 

There is a long list of cases similar 
to the one described. They vary only 
in detail. 

The operators are powerful, the un- 
ion officials do not fight for “radicals” 
who are victimized by the blacklist, 
the bulk of the miners do not want 
to risk incurring the same kind of 
descrimination but nevertheless there 
is an under-current of unrest that 
crops up at unexpected times and 
causes much worry on the part of the 
officials. 

Such an incident occurred a night 
or two ago on an interurban car. 
Strembo, vice president of the district 
for. 17 years, since 1908 to be exact, 
was on the car, as were two young 
miners. 

Strembo is a Hungarian, a church 
member and is known as the boss“ 
of a large bloc of Hungarian and Slav 
miners. He is one of the most enthu- 
siastic “red-baiters” in the valley. 

He was puffing his pipe compla- 
cently when one of the young miners 
said in broken English: 

Mr. Strembo, you smoke pipe but 
maybe some striking miner ain’t got 
tobacco to smoke in pipe. You get 
paid wages right along, dont you? 

/ Strembo Moves. 

Strembo looked at him angrily but 
then got up and moved to the back of 
the car. When the two miners left 
the car at the next stop the conductor, 
evidently trying to curry favor with 
Strembo, said: 

“Those two young fellers don’t be- 
long to the church, do they?” 

“Church hell!” said the outraged 
Strembo, “they probably come from 
some Communist meeting.” 

It seems that both the operators 
and the reactionary union officialdom 
have the same idea, a correct one by

In a conversation with a “Tass” 
correspondent, General Hu Han-Min 
declared that the information of 
Peking & Tientsin Times alleging 
that he was lured to the Soviet vessel 
and sent away to the Union of Social- 
ist Soviet Republics is a fantastic 
lie from begining to end. The warm 
reception accorded to him in Viadi- 
vostok and other cities on his way 
thru Sibéria shows deep sympathy 
of the Union of Socialist Soviet Re- 


publics people towards the Canton 


government. General Hu Han-Min 
further stated that the present polit- 
ical situation in Canton is quite stable 
and that the Kuomintang has power 
fully and firmly in its hands. There 
should be no anxiety for the fate of 
Canton in connection with Chen Chuin- 
Min’s action supported by Chang Tso- 
Lin. 

“We fought”—said General Hu Han- 
Min—‘and defeated Chen Chuin-Min 
when its army consisted of 30,000 
men. Now he has no more than 10,000 
and we are sure of the victory.” 

With regard to the tariff confer- 
ence, General Hi Han-Min said that it 
will not give any favorable results 
to China, but will gerve as a practical 
lesson to those who still believe in 
the possibility of a peaceful settle-

As to his impressions in the Union 
of Socialist Soviet Republics, General 
Hu Han-Min said that as yet he has 
seen little of the Yast nation but that 
he is deeply impressed by the close 
cooperation between the government, 
Communist Party and the people in 
the reconstruction of the country.

Coolidge’s “Actpmalating Reasons 


President Coolidge, speaking before the annual dinner of the 
New York state association of commerce, not merely reiterated his 
adherence to the world court of international justice, but he repeated 
precisely what Tun Dallx Worker has contended from the first. He 
pointed out that the rapid expansion of American ‘financial interests 
abroad constitute “accumulating reasons for our adherence to the 
permanent court of international justice.” 7 

This observatien, tho brief, is illuminating. It is a suggestion 
of what will be the burden of the message to congress two weeks 
hence. It means a complete ‘about-face from the platform upon which 
the late Harding came into ‘office in1920. Within the short space of 
five years financé-capital has completely triumphed over the indus 
trialist policy ef isolation. The isolationists under the leadership of 
Senator Borah are directly faced with the alternative of yielding or 
fighting, There can be no compromise on this question. 

Another part of Coolidge’s speech bears out Borahl charges 
that the world ‘court is the back door to the league of nations: 

What we have been able to do lin relation to the different | 
states of our unlon we ought to encourage and support in its proper 
applicatlon In relation to the different nations of the world. 


If that means anything other than endorsement of the league of 


The aftermath of Locarno,. the Italian debt settlement, the 
colonial wars in Moroceo and Syria, the British threat to Turkey, 
the ending of the oil armistice in the Middle East, are events that 
impel the United States at break- neck speed into the seething 
cauldron of the old world. 

For the workers of the United States this is a menacing threat. 
It means that the wage workers of this country, after creating the 
enormous power of the eapitalist class by piling mountain high the 
surplus values that enrich that class, will be expected to shoulder 
arms and fight in the wars of imperialism in order that the yoke 
of Wall Street may be placed upon the workers of the rest of the 
world. It means, furthermore, that the leadership of American 
labor must devote its attention to European affairs and be able cor- 
rectly to estimate the trend of events. 

Such a reorientation’ is too much to expect from the fossilized 
leadership of the working class. If they devote any time to European 
matters it will be simply to repeat the monotonous shibboleths of 
their capitalist masters. In the coming world conflicts American 
labor, in order to resist the imperialist conspiracies, must follow 
the leadership of the ravolutionary vanguard of the working class— 
the Communists.
